Public weighs in 
on policing issue 

Both the Town of Innisfil and Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury have promised to make a decision on the 
future of policing by the end of this month - whether to 
stay with the municipal South Simcoe Police Service, or 
sign a contract with the Ontario Provincial Police. 

Both have heard from the police services, the Police 
Services Board, Mayors of neighbouring municipalities 
who have either Municipal or OPP policing, Levack 
Management Consulting Inc., and the Joint Staff 
Task Force, looking into the costs of "transition’’ and 
disentanglement. 

This week, Councils finally heard from the public. 

On June 11, Innisfil held a special Open House at 
the Town Hall - an opportunity for residents “to ask 
questions directly of the OPP, the South Simcoe Police, 
the Consultants, Town Staff," said Innisfil’s Director of 
Legal Services Jason Reynar. 

Residents could also listen to an abridged version of 
the "Apples to Apples” comparison of the OPP and South 
Simcoe Police Service by Levack Management, before 
having their say in front of a special meeting of Council. 

“It is quite different from our normal meeting,” Mayor 
Barb Baguley told the residents. "We'll be receiving 
comments in the Town of Innisfil up until the day we 
make our decision” - a Special Council Meeting on 
Wednesday, June 26 at 5 p.m. 

There were 15 or so residents who spoke - with 
supporters of South Simcoe Police outnumbering 
proponents of the OPP. 

Stan Daurio supported the move to the OPP, telling 
Council, “There is a great deal more than dollar savings 
that can be provided by a larger police force," in terms 
of specialization and training. He referred to his own 
experience in Markham, where the municipal police 
service was replaced by York Regional Police. 

“The results were phenomenal, after year 10,” he said, 
praising the “benefits and lower costs that are provided 
by a larger force.” 

But Nancy Gilmore spoke of the “small town” feel of 
the South Simcoe service. “The gendeman said it took 10 
years -1 don’t want to waste 10 years.” 

There were concerns about response times, loss of the 
Auxiliary volunteers under the OPP, and concerns over

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury (the Town), through their consultant MTE Consultants Inc., has 
completed a Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (Class EA) to develop functional alternatives 
for the urbanization of & h Line and Walker Avenue in the south end of Town consistent with the Town’s 
published design criteria for road improvements. The project was initiated due to pending development 
(Green Valley Community and OPA 15/16) prompting the need for new sanitary and water servicing 
infrastructure along these roads. As a result, the Town has reviewed the urbanization of the existing two 
lane rural cross-section along 6th Line from Simcoe Road to Walker Avenue and Walker Avenue from 
6th Line to Morris Road. Urbanization will include new curb, sidewalk, street lighting and storm drainage 
improvements. The total length of road being considered for urbanization is approximately 900m. 

The Class EA was conducted as a 
Schedule ‘A+’ project in accordance 
with the Municipal Engineers 
Association (MEA) Municipal 
Class Environmental Assessment 
(as amended 2007) under the 
Environmental Assessment Act. The 
Class EA process included public 
and review agency consultation, 
an evaluation of alternatives, 
an assessment of the impacts 
of the proposed improvements 
and identification of measures to 
mitigate any adverse impacts. 

As part of this Study, a Public 
Information Centre (PIC) was held 
on April 11, 2013 at Bradford 
Public Library to present the 
preferred alternative to the public. 

Representatives from the Town and 
the Consultant were present at the 
PICtoanswerquestionsanddiscuss 
the proposed improvements and 
the impacts to the existing right- 
of-way. Following a 30 Day review 
period no additional comments 
were received and the proposed

Gift from Parkview Transit

It was Parkview Transit's last gift to the community. 

After decades of safely transporting local school children to Public 
and Catholic schools in Bradford West Gwillimbury, the local 
company lost its contract with the Transportation Consortium that 
serves both Simcoe County school boards. 

Without those contracts, the Parkview Transit facility on Reagens 
Industrial Parkway will be closing its doors at the end of the school 
year, and drivers will have to find employment elsewhere. 

But before the doors closed, Manager Laura Cochrane and about 
30 staff and volunteers boarded four yellow school buses and 
headed out into the Bradford Community, for a door-to-door food 
drive for the Helping Hand Food Bank. For about 2 and a half hours 
they canvassed the Town and collected 1340 lbs. of food.

Hie Bradford Farmers’ Market once again braved 
below-normal temperatures, to provide shoppers 
with local crafts, fresh baking, farm-fresh eggs.

The County of Simcoe boasts that its new waste 
collection program not only cut over $2 million from 
the County budget, but has increased service. 

In particular, the County now offers 9 yard waste 
collection days, 4 in the spring and 5 in the fall. 

Unfortunately, as gardeners discovered, the final 
yard waste collection took place before the Victoria 
Day long weekend - the traditional date for planting, 
and the time when many property owners finally get 
out into their yards, to clean up and plant. 

Leaf and yard waste bags proliferated at curbside 
following die long weekend. 

When contacted, Willma Bureau, Contract & 
Collections Supervisor with the Country, replied 



by email, “While the new yard waste service may 
not meet the desired service level of all residents, it 
is a significant increase in service which has been 
obtained cost-effectively. 

“With respect to the timing of the service, this 
year Mother Nature was not co-operative, however 
many other springs the snow has melted earlier. 
Historically, residents are anxious to begin raking 
and other yard maintenance as soon as possible.” 

She suggested that grass dippings collected during 
the summer months should be spread on the lawns 
“to decompose and feed the soil” - and anyone with 
yard waste bags should take them to the landfill site 
and drop them off free of charge.

Back in 2005, Len Kooy first heard 
about the Sea to Sea poverty ride - a 
9 week, 3,900 km. bicycle ride from 
Los Angeles to New York, that raises 
awareness and funds to fight poverty. 
At the time, he told himself, “That’s 
something I want to do." 

So when he learned that a Sea to 
Sea ride was planned for 2013, Kooy, 
now 45, signed up. “I didn’t even 
have a bike,” he laughs. “I jumped 
on an exercise bike - and I went 6 
minutes.” 

But Kooy was determined, and kept 
training. He now rides 40K per day, 
and feels ready for the challenge. 

On June 22, Kooy will join 100 
riders from the Reformed Churches 


and World Renew, in Los Angeles. 
They'll be cycling a minimum of 110 
km. a day, six days a week, on a route 
that will take them through the U.S. 
and Canada, including Toronto and 
Montreal, on their way to New York 
City. 

Kooy has had one more challenge, 
and that is to raise the $10,000 
needed to participate in the Ride. 

To help raise funds, he organized 
and umpired the Sea to Sea Ball 
Tournament at Magani Park on June 
1. Nine teams competed and despite 
the uncertain weather, Kooy said, 
“It’s been a real fun day - even in the 
rain.”

Every year, the South Simcoe Police Service holds a 
“Jr. Police Chief for a Day” Contest, as part of the Grade 
5 "Values, Influences, Peers” (VIP) program in local 
elementary schools.

Street-level crime targeted in Project Talon 


Early on June 6, South Simcoe Police began serving 
5 Search warrants at residences in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil, and rounding up street-level 
drug dealers and users. 

It was the culmination of 10 weeks of intelligence¬ 
gathering and undercover work by not only South Simcoe 
Police, but also members of the Peel 
and Durham Regional Police Services. 

Project Talon resulted in the arrest of 
25 people, ranging in age from 16 to 
mid-50s, and the seizure of crack and 
powdered cocaine, cannabis, hashish, 
hash oil and prescription drugs, a 
replica hand gun, drug paraphernalia, 
and approximately $3000 in cash. 

Staff Sgt. John Van Dyke, reading from a prepared 
statement at South Division on June 7, noted that Project 
Talon began in late February 2013, “an intelligence- 
driven covert 10-week undercover operation targeting 
street-level criminality in the Towns of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil.” 

Over 60 charges have been laid to date, including 
Trafficking on a controlled substance, Possession for 
the Purpose of Trafficking, Possession of a controlled 



substance, Possession of stolen property and Breach 
of conditions. Stolen property recovered included 
jewellery. “More arrests and charges are to be expected,” 
Staff Sgt. Van Dyke said. 

Over the 10 week investigation, undercover officers 
purchased illicit drugs and gathered intelligence relating 
to the drug and crime subculture of South 
Simcoe. Project Talon had an unexpected 
spin-off: through the investigation, 
officers learned of a “Chop Shop” that was 
operating out of a barn in York Region. 
Parts from “over 30 vehicles that were 
chopped) along with 6 stolen vehicles and 
2 stolen trailers, were recovered when a 
search warrant was executed on May 22. 
Two Bradford men were arrested and charged with Theft 
over $5000, Possession of Property Obtained by Crime 
Over $5000, and Alter Vehicle Identification Number, in 
connection with that crime. 

Four of the Search Warrants executed were in Bradford, 
one in Innisfil and, Van Dyke noted “80-90%” of the 
drugs seized were crack or powder cocaine. He called the 
seizure, and the impact of Project Talon on street-level 
crime, “quite significant.” 


Safe Roads, Your Call 

Shortly before 6 p.m. on June 8, a citizen called South 
Simcoe Police to report a possible impaired driver 
leaving a plaza parking lot in Bradford. By the time police 
arrived, the vehicle had left the area - but officers were 
able to locate the residence of the owner - only to observe 
the vehicle exiting the driveway. Police investigated and 
arrested the male driver, a 35 year old Bradford man, for 
Impaired. He was taken to the police station for breath 
tests, and subsequently charged with Impaired Driving 
and Excess Alcohol. His vehicle was impounded, and his 
licence was suspended for 90 days. 

If you see a suspected impaired driver, treat it as a crime 
in progress, and call 911. Please provide your location, a 
description of the vehicle, and direction of travel. 

Warrant issued 

On June 9, Police were called to a Bradford residence, 
to investigate a reported assault. A woman said she 
had become involved in a heated argument with her 23 
year old daughter, several hours earlier. The argument 
escalated to the point that the daughter threw a cell 
phone at her mother, hitting the woman in the head, 
then punched her mother several times before leaving 
the home. The daughter is believed to have fled to the 
Toronto area. A warrant for her arrest has been issued on 
charges of Assault and Assault with a Weapon. 

Speeding in Bond Head 

Over the past week. South Simcoe Police received 
several complaints of excessive speeding on the 7th and 
8th Lines of BWG, in the Bond Head area. On June 11, a 
traffic officer conducted enforcement - and stopped 9 
vehicles for speeding during the afternoon rush hour - 
many travelling as fast as 80 kmph in the 50 kmph zone 
through Bond Head. Enforcement will continue. 

Cessna crashes in Innisfil

Innisfil - The Pilot of a Skydive Toronto plane which 
crashed on its way back to the Cookstown Airport on the 
afternoon of June 8 is recovering at home. 

The 53 year old Desoronto, Ontario man was taken to 
hospital after emergency responders arrived at the crash 
scene, in the area of 10 SR and the 3rd Line of Innisfil. He 
suffered serious but not life threatening injuries, and was 
treated at Royal Victoria Hospital in Barrie, and released. 

The Cessna 208 had had a full load of skydivers, all 
of whom had made their jumps. The crash occurred 
minutes after the final jump, said Jill Wynott of Skydive 
Toronto. 

Claire Chow, one of Skydive Toronto's owners, suggested 
engine failure as the cause of the crash. “He did a crash¬ 
landing because there was a problem with the aircraft. 
There was an engine problem. They don’t know why - he 
just lost power and had to crash-land.” 

The Transportation Safety Board of Canada is 
investigating, with the assistance of police.
